INDIANA TEACHERS 


Figures Relating to the Average of 
Their Daily Wage. 
Indianapolis. Nov. 22.—Figures com­ 
piled in the office of the state superin­ 
tendent of public instruction from re­ 
ports of county superintendents show’ 
the general average of salary paid all 
teachers in the state during the school 
year of 1909-1910 was $3.29 a day. The 
average for men teachers was $3.62, 
while that for women teachers was 
$3.11. 
The general average for teachers in 
the cities was $3.96, which is high be­ 
cause in the average for men teachers 
of this class, the salaries of the su­ 
perintendents w'ere included 
The av­ 
erage for male teachers in the cities 
W'as $4.37, according to the reports, 
while that for female teachers was 
$3.55. 
In the country schools the average 
for men teachers was $3.13, while that 
for women was $2.79, making a gen­ 
eral average for the country schools 
of $2.95.

Mexico, Nev. 22.— Revolutionists In 
U rge numbers attacked and captured 
Gems* Palacio, an important town in 
Torreon. 
During the fight the govern­ 
ment troops were driven out, but later 
they were reinforced and under Col­ 
onel Ismael Zuniga, they attacked the 
town in turn, driving out the insur­ 
gents and chasing them into the moun­ 
tains. 
Many were killed and wounded 
on both sides. 


Laredo. Tex., Nov. 22.—The Mexican 
governm ent is conscripting in all its 
frontier towns and rushing troops to 
points along the border where there 
is grave flanger of outbreaks. 
Hard 
fighting with revolutionists lias been 
reported at several points and there 
is much excitement along the nation­ 
al boundary. 
General Vlllar bas received reports 
that there was a hot fi ht at. Camargo, 
a small town IO .d ie s b 'low Laredo on 
the Rio Grande. 
before the report 
was complete wires were cut. 
Reports 
also reached him that fighting was in­ 
evitable at La# Yacas and that bands 
of men were gathering in many other 
sm aller towns. 
Before he could get 
orders to those 
places the federal 
wires went “dead.” 
For the first time 
in the fifteen years of operation the 
leased wires of the Associated Press 
from Laredo to Monterey and Mexico 
City have been com m andeered by the 
Mexican government on the plea of 
m ilita ry need.

New Gas May Burn Five Years With­ 
out Attention. 
“The adoption by the government <»f 
acetone gas. acetylene dissolved in ace­ 
tone, for use of lighthouses, beacons, 
lightships and light buoys will soon 
revolutionize the whole system of coast 
lighting in tills country, and tile light­ 
house keeper and buoy tender will be 
forced to Mud new vocations.” declares 
L. William Thavis. 
Ile explains fur 
thor: 
“Acetylene in its various f<»rins is 
the only commodity yet produced that 
will give a light next in power to th a t 
of the sun. 
By its use inventions have 
been perfected to produce lights for a 
continuous period of from one to five 
years or more, according to the amount 
of fuel installed. 
“The most wonderful light in the 
world and now’ in use by the United 
States government is the one invented 
by Delan. the Swedish scien tist 
It is 
produced by acetone gas and has a 
‘hum an working’ sun instrum ent con­ 
taining a glass tube of several rods of 
varying reflective powers which auto­ 
matically opens and closes the valve 
in accordance with the light absorbed* 
“ In other words, the light burns co n ­ 
tinuously until affected by the heat of 
the sun, when it goes out, only to bt* 
revived at dusk. 
It also contains a 
flashing apparatus In the lantern.’’

REYES RUMORS 


Exiled Leader of Mexican Malcontents 


Is Expected Baca From Europe. 


El Paso. Tex., Nov. 22.—Trouble was 
reported at Orizaba in the state of 
V era Cruz, Mexico, and Guerrero and 
Herm anez. state of Coahuila, but no 
confirmation came of the reported bat­ 
tle and great slaughter at Zacatecas, 
although persistent rumors of such a 
fight continue to be received. 
At 
G uerrero 
and 
Hermanez 
the 
troops have suppressed the rioting, 
and at Orizaba the soldiers arrived in 
tim e to prevent bloodshed, although 
dissatisfied workm en in the mills at 
that 
place stoned 
the mills, broke 
m any windows and attem pted to set 
fire to several m anufacturing plants 
before subdued. 
Mexican officials still seem able to 
tak e care of trouble that may develop, 
but a report from Mexico City states 
th a t President Diaz and his cabinet 
are considering calling 10.000 more 
soldiers to the colors. 
The arm s so 
far captured in Mexico total over 6,000 
and the rounds of ammunition total 
over 50,000. 
Arms of all kinds have 
been absolutely prohibited from e n ter­ 
ing Mexico, and prospectors and min­ 
ers are made to leave their arm s at 
the border. 
The report is persistent along the 
border that General Bernardo Reyes, 
who was made to resign as governor of 
Nuevo Leon because his friends sup­ 
ported him for vice president, is com­ 
ing back from Europe, where he was 
sen t on a ‘“m ilitary mis ion’’ soon af­ 
te r he was forced out of office, and th© 
revolutionists have faith that he will 
lead them. 
If he does, a large part of 
the arm y can be expected to follow 
him. 
Miguel Gardenas, former gover­ 
nor of Coahuila, also forced out of of­ 
fice because he supported Reyes, is 
said to be ready to join Reyes if he 
take# up a campaign against Diaz. 
Francisco I. M adera is reported back 
In Coahuila, and it is said that he was 
leader of the battle at Guerrero. 
Ma­ 
d era’s son ha3 arrived here from Coa- 
buila, and Mrs. M adera Is expected 
today. 
The report is that Madera 
m eans to begin active fighting as soon 
a# he gets his family out of Mexico. 
All American garrisons along the 
border in Texas and Arizona are hold­ 
ing them selves in readiness to pre­ 
serve order in case any raids are a t­ 
tem pted along the border.

Naps Are Permissible. 
As lie gets older Justice Hughes 
may be forgiven if he takes a nap on 
the bench. Justice Brewer did. A sen- 
I ator Is permitted to go to a luxurious 
office or lie driven for the day if lie 
feels a trifle drowsy. 
So It is per­ 
mitted a justice to snatch forty winks 
in ills chair during prosy addresses 
to the court, with the 
standing that later he will atone by 
reading the printed briefs in the case. 
There are some embarrassments like­ 
ly to result from these surreptitious 
snoozes. 
It is said that in the course 
of the argument of a case one day 
Justice Gray dozed off just before his 
bride came into court with some visi­ 
tors to show them her husband “on 
the job.” 
On another occasion, the 
story goes, a snapshot artist got a 
picture of the justice while lie slept 
and then published It. 
A set of customs governs (lie new 
justice’s relations to the attorneys and 
counselors. 
There are estimated to 
be about 16.000 lawyers on the roll 
of the supreme court bar. 
Justice 
Hughes will not see all of them. The 
list Includes the name of every prac­ 
titioner before the court since the days 
of its organization in 1790. 
About 300 
names are added to it every year, but 
never, save possibly when a man goes 
to the penitentiary, is a name taken 
off the roll. 
A few years ago one man was intro 
duced to the court, took the oath, but 
entirely overlooked the necessity of 
leaving fees in the clerk’s office and o f 
signing tiie attorneys’ roll, 
his name a couplet was offered to the 
clerk to be pasted into the book to 
explain the vacant line, still unfilled, 
but it was placed in tlie unofficial ar­ 
chive» of the clerk’s office. It reads; 
Sacred to the memory of “John Brown,” 
Sworn into court, but never found. 
This place Is left in case he comes back 
And signs the roll and becomes counsel in 
fact. 
Court Steeled to Shocks. 
More or less discretion is allowed the 
counsel in addressing the court. Some­ 
times tiie justices, Mr. Hughes will see, 
are shocked and bear with it, and some­ 
times they don’t. One day A. E. Crane 
of Kansas almost stupefied the court 
by addres Jpig these dignified person­ 
ages as "you fellows.” That was once 
the court remained silent. 
Within the last few’ years an attor 
ney named Edward B. Smith was in 
the courtroom. 
He dozed off during 
the argument of his opponent. 
The 
marshal sent a page to awaken him. 
“The marshal says you cannot sleep 
in the courtroom,” explained the page 
in justification of his seemingly rude 
demeanor. 
“Thank the marshal for me, please,” 
responded Mr. Smith, “and tell him he 
is mistaken: I have just had a spien-1 
did nap here.” 
Few lawyers have enough courage to 
address the court as did Sidnev Bart* 


brethren of the bench. 
Justice Har­ 
lan and the late Justice Beckham took 
out their political wrath on each other, 
the former being a Republican and 
tlie latter a Democrat. 
How well the justices understand each 
'other is shown by an Incident which 
occurred one day after court had ad­ 
journed. Justice Harlan, who was and 
is yet a big man in the Presbyterian 
church, w’as asking to be excused from 
court the next day that he might at­ 
tend a Presbyterian conference. 
Jus­ 
tice Peckham expressed bis wonder 
that Justice Harlan should be afraid 
to die, as he was such a devoted Pres­ 
byterian. 
“I wouldn’t be afraid,” tiie Kentuck­ 
ian responded, “if 1 were sure that in 
the next world I would not turn up at 
Democratic headquarters.” 


W hiskers In Danger. 
And the farfamed whiskers! 
If the 
new’ justice is not on his guard custom 
will cut off that adornment. 
Beards 
general under-! are noj looked upon with favor by tiie 
supreme court as It is now organized, 
nor are mustaches. 
Custom, to be 
sure, is not so Ironclad In this regard 
as in some others. 
For instance, Justice McKenna has 
held his seat on the bench thirteen 
years with something like a beard. It 
must be said, however, that it is at an 
Irreducible minimum. 
Chief Justice 
Fuller could have told the new justice 
how’ difficult it was to brave custom in 
this particular. 
When lie was appoint­ 
ed chief justice it w’as suggested re­ 
peatedly in the press that it was not 
dignified for a chief justice to wear 
hair on his upper lip. 
“That may be,” said he to one of his 
friends, “but It cannot be helped.” 
lie clung to that mustache to his dy­ 
ing day. Much as he loved dignity, he 
loved his mustache more. 
Justice Brewer had an entirely dif­ 
ferent record. 
lie came to the bench 
with a long beard, much longer and 
more whiskery than the one worn by 
Governor Hughes. Off it came within 
a year, a sacrifice to custom. 
Justice 
Moody has cut off his mustache since 
he came to the bench in 1900. 
So it is that rock ribbed and ancient 
Instead of | cllstoins still confront the new justice. 
He is sure to create quite a stir on the 
bench of the supreme court of the 
United States if he upsets any of them.

Jo lmstso ne. a native o f Kansas City 
and thirty years o ld. had traveled all 
o ver tin* United States and in many 
parts o f the wo rld as a trick bicyclist 
befo re he became an air man. 
lie jo in­ 
ed the staff o f the Wright bro thers at 
Dayto n o n April 1, having been reco m­ 
mended by lto y Knatienshue. 
His abil­ 
ity as a bicyclist sto o d him in go o d 
stead in keeping his equilibrium la an 
« aero plane, and he learned rapidly. 
At tin* Asbury Park meet when J. 
Armstro ng Drexel bro ke the American 
reco rd fo r altitude, which Bro o kins had 
made a few weeks earlier at Atlantic 
City, Jo hnsto ne begged to be jierniit- 
ted to go up and take it back fo r the 
Wrights. 
He had had no training in 
altitude flying, and Wilbur Wright re­ 
fused to let him go . 
Beco me* a Climber. 
Ordered o ut fo r a spin aro und the 
track, Jo hnsto ne headed his machine 
upward and gained an altitude o f 
5,900 feet. 
He was no t skillful then 
in making the lo ng spiral tu rns requir- ■ 
ed fo r climbing and kept his craft o n 
such an angle that the engine had co n- | 
stantly to lift its entire weight. 
lt was at Belmo nt park that Jo hn- , 
sto ne sho wed himself o ne o f the great- 1 
est o f the fliers. 
While he did no t 
capture the impo rtant speed and cro ss­ 
co untry prizes, his feats were regarded 
as the mo st impo rtant o f the interna- • 
tio nal meet in establishing the abilities 
o f th^ aero plane.

At the internatio nal to wn planning 
co nference in Lo ndo n, Eugene Ilenard, 
municipal architect o f Paris, gave a 
fo recast o f what the ideal city o f the 
future will he like. 
He said In su b­ 
stance: 
“Light and energy will be co nveyed 
by electricity. 
Petro l and o xygen will 
supply heal. Liquid air will keep up 
refrigeratio n in every larder. 
In ad­ 
ditio n to heat radiato rs, there will he 
co ld radiato rs, which will enable each 
ho use to be kept at the required tem­ 
perature. 
“By this po wer it will be po ssible to 
pro vide in each ho use o ne o r mo re 
health chambers clo sed by « -lo se fitting 
do uble windo ws and do o rs in which 
the o verwo rked o ccupant o n his return 
fro m to wn will find all the hygienic 
co nditio ns which no w he can o btain 
o nly by taking an annual ho liday. 
“Glass verandas o f vario us shapes 
jo ined to gether and with co vered fo o t­ 
paths, acco rding to standard mo dels, 
will shelter pedestrians against rain, 
and the no rmal height o f buildings 
will be exactly the width o f the street. 
The ro o fs o f ho uses will be platfo rms 
upo n which small fio wer beds and ver­ 
dant shrubberies co uld be laid o ut, 
as they wo uld be the landing stages 
fo r aero planes. 
“When this pro gress shall have been 
acco mplished 
the 
physio gno my 
o f 
to wns will be changed. 
All terraces 
will have beco me landing stages fo r 
flying auto mo biles. 
Aviato rs will be 
able to fly fro m o ne terrace to an 
o ther, starting and landing as they 
please. 
The natural co nsequence o f 
this new state o f things will be that 
each building will have to be furnish­ 
ed with big elevato rs capable o f rais­ 
ing machines when they are ready to 
start and taking them back to the 
garage o n their return. 
Ho uses o f 
this descriptio n will also be used to 
ho use mo to rcars. 
“Finally the to wn o f the fu tu re will 
be traversed by large radiating tho r­ 
o ughfares. o ccupied partly by raised 
platfo rms co ntinually mo ving, which 
will insure rapid co mmunicatio n be­ 
tween the different zo nes. These plat­ 
fo rms will be terminated by large re­ 
vo lving cro ssways at the intersectio n 
o f the main ro ads. 
Large parks and 
flo wer gardens as residence and pleas­ 
ure reso rts will he laid o ut in vario us 
parts o f the to wn.”
